A Year of Progress 

May, 1935. May, 1936. 


Never before in the history of the Winnipeg and 
District Trades and Labor Council has the growth 
of membership equalled that of the twelve months, 
May, 1935 to May, 1936. Twelve months during 
which not only have practically all of the pre-exist¬ 
ing local unions added substantially to their mem¬ 
bership, but many new local unions, several of them 
never heretofore within the International Trade 
Union movement, have become established, while 
still others in formerly organized industries, but 
long dormant, have become re-organized and more 
thoroughly organized than ever before. 

Looking back over the twelve months’ period, The 
Winnipeg and District Trades and Labor Council 
has cause for rejoicing, and ample reason for cele¬ 
brating the almost phenomenal progress made, 
when we consider the great handicap occasioned by 
rival groups attempting to usurp our long estab¬ 
lished functions; the unreasonable attitude and dis¬ 
criminatory tactics of some of the less-modern em¬ 
ployers of labor, and the lack, of adequate legisla¬ 
tion to protect the right of workers to organize. 

Some 1,200 members have been added to our 
membership rolls through the organization of two 
of the larger needle trades. Other needle trades are 
in the process of organization. These and other 
miscellaneous groups bring our membership up to 
well within reach of the 1919 peak. 

However, in celebrating the progress of the past 
twelve months, we are but marking a milestone in 
our progress toward a solidified wage-earning class, 
Locally, Nationally, and Internationally, and while 
pausing to review the progress made to date we are 
not losing sight of the fields yet to be conquered in 
the days that lie immediately ahead. Organization 
and Education are the sign-posts which point the 
way to economic security and social justice. On 
loith the good work.
